COLUMBIA FRUIT FOR 
ENGLAND. 



The decision of the provincial gov- 
ernment to send a carload of fruit to 
Iiondon, Engr., for the purpose of dis- 
play at the Royal Horticultural So- 
ciety's exhibition, and for the 'purpose 
of distribution and sale throughout 
England, is one of the most ImportiuU 
inade for some time In connection 
with the agricultural industry of the 
province. X<ast year, as our readers 
are aware, the fruit sent from the 
province took two gold medals In com- 
petition with all of Canada, and the 
attention which was dra^vn to our 
fruit capabilities as a consequence wns 
very great. It was the very best ad- 
vertisement British Coliunbla ever 
had In Great Britain. Our success was 
discussed In all the leading news- 
papers in the Mother Country. It was, 
after all, however, only an advertise- 
ment. That is to say, tlie shipments 
were not on a commercial scale, at 
least not on a sufllclently large com- 
mercial scale to demonstrate the pos- 
sibilities of Great Britain becoming a 
market for our fruit products. 

This year, however, the government — 
and it is to be congratulated upon Its 
decision — concluded not only to lie 
again an exhibitor as last year, but. 
to test the market ift-a practical way. 
This will be done by sending from 
ten to twelve tons by fast freight or 
expresH of curefuUy selected trulls 
from the leading fruit-growing sec- 
tions. This experimental shipment — 
large for British Columbia — will be 
accom.pa'nlert by Jlr. R. M. Palmer, our 
agrloullural expert, and secretary of 
the Bureau of ProvlnElal Information. 
He will ta.v£ charge of the exhibit 
when It reaches England, and will also 
arrange for the distribution and sale 
of the fruit commercially. It Is need- 
less to say that In the h.-iiuls of so 
practical a man, thoroufrhly faniliiar 
with all phases of the Industry, the 
experiment Is bound to be a success, 
and ought to lead to results of the 
most important kind. Mr. P.almer will 
have an opportunity of Interviewing 
the leading fruit dealers as to the con- 
ditions there affecting the sale of our 
fruit and of giving the right kind of In- 
formation to the newspapers of Great 
Britain and the people there who may 
be Interested In knowing our resources 
and capabilities in that respect 

In this connection It may be sttited 
that the C. P. R. is ro-,n,rr.aur^ witii 
the government in (ircU-r thai as llitic 
expense as possible may be entailed on 
the ])roviul'.-e, and in order, too,, that 
the fruit may be carried to its des- 
tination as safely and expeditiously as 
possible. The arrangements for the 
'shipment. It is iniderstood, were com- 
pleted during llie recent visit of Sir 
Thomas Shaughnessy to V'lclorla. The 
president of the C. P. R. entered into 
the spirit of the proposal with cordial- 
ity, .md is aii.xlous th.at the experi- 
ment shall bo a. success in every par- 
ticular. He looks with great expect- 
ancy to the future of British Columbia 
as a frult-grov.'Ing territory, which " ill 
eventually funilsli important trafllc for 
the railway, not only to the North- 
west, but across the continent and 
Atlantic Ocean to Great Britain. 

^hlB latest move Is another In- 
stan,ce of the rapid development of 
the fruit-growing Industry, which Ave 
years ago was still In the experi- 
mental stage. Orchard areas are 
extending almost phenomenally, and 
from a few crates shipped by express 
we are now shipping by the carload, 
and have firmly established a market 
in the Noi-thwest, the demaJids of 
which exceed our ability to supply. 
To the eftorts made by the govern- 
ment In bringing about this result 
much credit is due. It has encour- 
aged, aided ant\ directed the move- 
ment in every possible way, and tlie 
success of the policy pursued is lead- 
ing to still greater effort in a similar 
direction. 

A timely reference to this subject 
hits just reached us f|-oni the Agricul- 
tural IJel)artinenl at Dltaw.i. In speali- 
Ing at the Canadian National Kxlilbl- 
;.tlon at Toronto on the subject, "Can- 
ada's Fruit Industry," Mr. A. McNeill, 
chief of the fruit dlvLslon, exiiressed 
the opinion that .1 iritis!) t,'()luml)la had 
been underestimated In licr cajiaclty 
as ii fruit-growing provlnc.;.

SEEKING REHABILITATION. 

Hon. Clifford Sllton Is the reputed 
owner of the "Winnipeg Free Press. 
The Free Press is, therefore, most 
friendly to the late minister of the 
Interio'- To judge from its editorial 
utterances, It is endeavoring, to re- 
habilitate him in public esteem. Most 
people have short memories, but they 
cannot forget so soon. Tliere were 
probably other things for which Mr. 
Slfton had to step out of public office, 
but unquestionably his administration 
of the Yukon Territory was one, and 
the g'realest, of them. The J'^ree Press, 
as If to defy the facts and invite fur- 
ther commeait upon them, labors at 
length in an article entitled "A Tukon 
Retrospect," based ninlnly on a con- 
tribution by J. S. Mcl^ain to the Jlin- 
neapolis Journal, of \yhlch paper he Is 
editor. . It is far afield to go for evi- 
dence to prove an alibi, but such Is 
the case. .After fiuoting much that Is 
eulogisllc, about the Yukon, the Free 
I'ress is bold enough to assert on Its 
own account that "the sensational 
emergence of the Yukon as a land of 
gold nine- years ago threw upon the 
IJojiilniuii government, and esjiecially 
upon the minister of the Interior, Jlr. 
Slfton, a task of unprecedented dilll- 
culty and complexity, which had to 
be performed immediately. That task 
was grappled with energetically and 
etUciently, ;ind the work of admlnls- 
tei-lng the all'alrs of that region re- 
mote in the far north and of enforcing 
law and order among the gold-seekers 
and other adventurers crowding In was 
carried out In a manner creditable to 
tUmaUa. There were mistakes made, 
of course; that wiis inevitable. Be- 
yond that, there were cases of nml- 
feasnnce in ofHce. Had there not been. 
It would, indeed, be a thing to be 
wondered :it. But, ;iU things consid- 
ered, the record of the administration 
of the Yukon has from the first been 
such as to give every Canadian a 
patriotic satl.«;faclion in the institu- 
tions of his coimtry." 

One has almost to blush for such 
sentiments, knowing that tln^v are in- 
spired. Beyond all doubt tliere were 
"mistakes" and "malfeasance of office," 
but It was not distance from the seat 
of government that accounted for them. 
The chief sinner in the mal.-idminls- 
tratlon of tlie Yukon was Hon. Clif

That they 
have worked out In a manner which 
puts this province in a far wor.se finan- 
clay plight than any other province, 
we all know. The justness of our 
case lias been assented to by both 
parties In British Columbia, and can, 
therefore, be looked upon as essentially 
■non-party In character. Before long 
there will be a conference of jirovln- 
cial premiers to discuss this whole 
matter with the view of rearranging 
the jirovincial subsidies on an eciuil- 
ablo basis. When that time comes 
we may hope that the visit of the 
Hon. W. S. Melding to this province 
will bear whok'sonie fruit. He, of all 
men In thi.' J.ilicral cabinet, should feel 
the full force of an appi-al on this 
g-i'eaL i.'-suc. Ills own i)rovince of 
Nova Scotia found In him tlie most, 
stalwart of champions in this very 
matter. It la a familiar matter of 
history how he swept tlio length and 
breadth of his special section of the 
Dominion with a persistence and pas- 
sion which resulted in a successful re- 
arrangement of Nova Scotia's terms. 
No student of the respective condi- 
tions can fail to admit the Infinitely 
stronger case presented by this prov- 
ince, and to the Finance Minister the 
appeal should come with i)e('ullar force. 
We are greatly Ideased that he h.as 
come to view this big country for 
lilmsi'lf. Though his lirst object Is to 
Investigate tariU mattei's, we cannot 
doubt that so c .b,'<i-rvan l and foi-i'efiil 
a man will obtain a wicU; and general 
knowledge of all DritiKli Columbia con- 
ditions, and we look hopefully for a 
readjustment of many things as a re- 
sult of this tour."
